two-thirds of the cotton, and three- 
fourths of the corn and about one- 
fifteenth of the world's wool. 


It bak been the "bone of contention" 


between partisan politicians and has 
several massacres. If sheep men were 
not tho gentlest, most peaceable and 
stubbornest oC men thoie would not 
now be a flock in the United States 
The whole cause of the trouble must

"Such liquors are tax paid and not 


under the control of the government. 
It is doubtful if liquors in a public 
warehouse, even if tax is "paid, where 
the owner does not have them in his 
possession and access to them at any 
time, come within the decision: 


"There are other means available 


under the transportation clause and 
the permit system if used properly to 
prevent a great amount of liquor from 
being withdrawn, or transported 
to 


evade the purpose of the law, which is 
expressly stated 'to prevent the use of 
intoxicating liquor as a beverage.' 


"The permit syttem has not been 


administered as carefully as It should 
have been, but the law enforcements 
aro tightening up, and officials are re- 
voking permits that are abused. The 
conditions will get better from now 
on. 
All permits expire next month 


and there will be a house cleaning "

And for years the persecuted from evelry quarter of Europe, and 
from vario'us parts of America as well, fled to the haven estab- 
lished by this "rebel Puritan" on the lands of the Narragansetts. 
To the end he held out for freedom Of consceince and genuine 
political liberty.

Their honesty, their industry, their 
thrift and their inflexible justice, as they saw it, had prospered 
them above rival colonies to the south which were greatly fa- 
vored abcfve them by nature. 
The pastorate which was offered Williams was the best in 


New England. It now offered the greatest field 'for advance- 
ment and perferment in the religious life of New England. Yet 
he immediately renounced it when the true conditions sur- 
rounding it and the religious life of the colony became apparent 
to him. He plainly told the heads of the church that he could 
never conscientiously bind himself to the decrees of a legally 
established church nor accept its pastorate nor a membership 
in it.For this Cotton Mather declared that, "Williams is a mad- 
man and has a windmill in his head." And yet it would have 
been better for New England and America if more madmen with 
windmills in their heads had sided with Williams at that time, 
instead of waiting the better part of a century as they did. But 
he was obdurate in his stand and thus became the first Amen-

However, the farmer who has 
R~ 


crop failure or loses his hogs Is 
not consoled by any such thought. 
As It Is, wo can raise three billion 
bushels of corn almost any year on 
co^n land which has been abnfied 
for fifty years. 


Some farmers select their aeed 


corn from the bin by looking at it, 
and yet while there are a good 
many can tell what kind of an ear 
won't grow, not one In a thousand 
can select «n ear that will grow 
without giving It a germination 
test. 


Another smart lot of farmers wtll 


In husking run across good ears of 
eorn and hang them np on the Wind 
mil! or out under the earw of the 
porch, never thinking of th« risk 
they are taking. Kven though Sejv- 


tember be bright and sunny and the 
corn dried out beautifully, yet the 
ears are not taken In nnd cared for, 
but left out in the fall rains, damp, 
drizzling days, where they again 
become soaked with moisture and 
turning cold at night. Jack Frost 
says "good-bye, seed corn." 


"The best place to select seed 


corn Is In the field," says Mr. Ftank 
Baackes, V. P. American Steel A 
Wire Co., "while the etalk can be 
taken Into consideration." 


"The ears should be carefully 


protected on wire or string, «o that 
each ear will stand separate from 
Its neighbor.

worn out in six months In which there 
is not one wool fiber. 
On the other 


hand, I write In a suit I husked corn 
in today, bought in 1903 for $25, and 
parts of it are nice as when new. The 
indolence and carelessness of consum- 
ers as well as sheep men accounts 
for this. Multitudes of men who grow 
good fibers are wearing counterfeit 
wool, wearing the 
depraved, 
short 


worn, smooth fibers from ground up 
rags. You can see them on the street 
in the office and at church. 


After a survey of the above figures 


what more need is' there 
to 
ask 


"What's the matter with wool?" There 
are 4,000,000,000 pounds 
of unused 


wool in the world three-quarters of 
which has piled up during the past 
two years while the mills used sal- 
vaged rags from the battlefields with 
the regular Junk men's gleanings. Cut- 
ting this amount in two for cloth and 
allowing 8 pounds of raw wool 'for a 
suit, it would make but 240,000,000 
suits needed at once, and if priced 
right would sell before winter is over, 
Ohio's 14,000,000 of "distress" 
wool 


would all be taken by Buckeyes be- 
fore New Years. 
There is a world 


shortage of wool right now. There is 
more in Ohio than any size territory 
a/id it has not half enough. 
\ 


Do you see how badly the sheep 


man and the clothing buyer needs a 
pure fabric law? 


Do you see how necessary it is for 


the wool growers to bunch, to educate 


the people and, compel shoddy to sell 
for the depraved counterfeit 
it is? 


Can you see that a chain of wool ware- 
houses over the land, owned and op- 
erated by the growers, and mills own- 
ed and operated by wool growers and 
consumers, making virgin wool cloth 
in all the 
wool 
growing 
sections, 


would make a market for wool and 
c'othe people in good raiment? 
If 


thfts Ohio wool was in cloth, with a la- 
bel on every yard "made from Ohio 
virgin wool." I would take the con- 
tract to sell it all, at a lair price, be-' 
fore a year at 25c a suit pattern. 


Now what are the sheep men doing 


since we know the trouble? A few in 
every wool growing state are working 
hard, owners are working some, still 
others are putting one dollar into or- 
ganization and many are doing noth- 
ing. 
Every man who buys clothes 


would make money to give $20 a year 
until adjustment. 
He is stung that 


much on every suit. 


How are we doing? For myself, I 


have given about 50 days and 
200 


nights to help make a market for vir- 
gin wool and have used nearly $1000 
of the Association's money for travel, 
piinting and postage. 


I have put the above line of thoright 


into she,ep men of other states, havo 
sent personal letters, circulars 
and 


pamphlets and some one or some or- 
ganization always "fell for them." We 
have 86000 city and town club ladies 
in Ohio, and others in all the states 
studying this matter. I went to the 
American Cotton association at Mont- 


gomery Aala. on 
"Friendship Be- 


tween the Cotton and Wool Growers" 
and we will have a solid south to help 
us get pure fabric and tariff on wool. 
If all would work we could arrive 
shortly but we who are m it expect 
to live to see all' the pasture where 
sheep shouW be, and 
much of the 


waste, high and mountain land carry- 
ing happy flocks, and seeing the "pub- 
He buying good woolens lower than 
the present counterfeits.
